If we take a trip around tbe world 
over tbe maps of n good atlas we hod 
lUat the geographical “bottle" is a very 
omiaou type of harbor tbe world over. 

Tlie coasts of Cuba show a succession 
of aucb luclosed bays, ITnvhna iiarbor 
being typical. It often huppens tlmt 
nature herself provides tbe corks also. 
In Uio shape of Mauds that almost 
block up tbe eutrnnee, or at least 
block. the view from tbe outside. Budi 
a cork is Cnrregidot Island, In Maulla 
bay, or tbe rocky Alcatraz fortress Just 
Insido the Colden ilate at San Frau- 
cisco, aud Smith key occupies u similar 
positK>u at.
